ones, and where they needed three en- 
gine crews before they now need but 
one. That is one place where Mr. 
SiuaU'a new engines are doing econom- 
ical work. 


It is much the same in Mr. Lud low's 


department, though that gentleman 
has been patting on a few men. 


Some of this is due to the fact that 
the early part of the year is dull, but it 
is also a fact that since the great rush

Woodliouee Convicted by a Queer 


Compromise. 


J. B. Woodhouse bac?. his preliminary 


examination yesterday afternoon 
be- 


fore Judge Little in Berkeley. He was 
held on a charge of rape, sworn out by 
John Love, a carpenter, who came to 
the town about eight mouths a^o. 
Olnra 
Fiachel, daughter 
of 
Mike 
yischel, and several ot.her little girls 
were brought on the stand, but very 
iittje could be gotten out of them, as 
they were crying and did not remember 
very much. 
The trial was held with 


closed doors, but a Tui HUM; correspond- 
ent managed to obtiiin the testimony 
of the witnesses. All that could be 
learned from the children was that the 
prisoner hnd played with them and en- 
ticed them away from home, gi.ive them 
candy and 
money. ]Sone of them 


were found to be injured when exam- 
ined by their paieuvs. Ciara Kischal 
did not go with the primmer, as \va:. 
stated by several. The other little ci''ls 
stated that she did not go with them 
when they went out to the ptirk, but 
ran away. John Love tesiilied that he 
had noticed the prisoner acting vt?rv 
freely with several children, but on ex- 
amination of hiaown child, wh" went 
to the park with the prisoner, found 
that she was utiluirt. 


The 
defendant, Woodhouse, 
then 


took the stand, .appearing quite anx- 
ious, and stated that he thought a 
greal deal of childien mid then fore was 
in the habit, of giving 'hem money and 
candy, 
but 
that 
he 
had 
never 
acted indecently toward them 
iinu 


was perfectly innocent uf the charges 
which had been brought against him. 
He stated that Ihe warrant had been 
sworn out against him by a man who 
h;id a personal spite against him, and 
that he did not remember of ever bav- 
inir anything to di» with two tu t.he 
children that testified, and that he had 
been mistaken for sotm1 nther person 
by tliejn. 
As the two children referred 


to had tostilieii to something that hau- 
iieued three or four months ago. and as 
they are but five or six years old, it is 
quite possible that he was rglit. Wood- 
nulise aho testilied ihat i e did not 
leave Kerkeley becuuseof fea\ 'jf arrest, 
but to escape his creditors, as he was 
o\viug quite a number ot peopk m the 
town small amounts of money. 
As the testimony given amounted to 


very little, the prisoner was not bouu;! 
over to the Grand Jury, but a warrant 
was immediately sworn out by Mr. 
Love, charging Woodhouse with inde- 
cent exposure, to 
v/hi; h charge he 


pleaded "guilty, and 
was 
giveu six 


months in the County Jail by Judge 
Little, to which place he waa immed- 
iately taken by Constable Fonzo. 


It is the general opinion of the citi- 


zens of Berkeley that \Voodhouse has 
Deen to a certain extent imposed on 
b-jcause of Mr. Love's failure to testify 
to many things when hrought upon the 
siand, that he hps been very free to 
state to people before the trial.
